GEHMM DUPLICITY 
IT STMT OF Win 


ljQudon, Nov. 25. 
P ublication 
of official reports from the Bavarian 
m in u ter at Berlin to his home gov­ 
ernment confirm 
evidence 
in 
the 
hands of the entente that Germany 
and Austria conspired to bring about 
the war. It was for this reason that 
the terms of Austria’s ultim atum to 
Serbia were made so drastic that hos­ 
tilities were bound to follow. 
These revelations have 
been pub­ 
lished in Munich 
after 
permission 
had been asked by the Bavarian pre­ 
mier and foreign minister of the Ger­ 
man federal government. They are in 
the form at a raport sent to Munich 
on July 18, 1914, by Count Von Lffr- 
chenfeld, the Bavarian 
minister at 
Berlin. 
According to the report the deliv­ 
ery of tho ultimatum to Serbia was 
delayed until alter I^esident Poin­ 
care and Premier Viviani of France, 
had gone to St. 
Petersburg, 
which 
would make it difficult for the entente 
nations to arrive at an understanding 
and take counter measures. 
Count Von I^erchenfeld said that 
“Serbia obviously cannot accept such 
comiiftions as will bo laid down,” and 
that as a consequence "there must be 
war." He declares that action on the 
part of Ausrtria could not be long de­ 
layed, "fior th at might give 
Serbia 
under pressure from France and Rus­ 
sia, an opportunity to offer satisfac­ 
tion." 
In a telegram to Munich from Ber­ 
lin on July 31, 1914, Oount Von Ler- 
chenfeld said that Sir Edward Grey's 
efforts to preserve peace would "cer­ 
tainly not succeed In 
arresting 
the 
course of events.” t a t e r the same day 
he wired information as to ultim a­ 
tums to Russia and France, forecast 
their rejection by both nations and 
told of plans 
to 
hurl 
Germany’s 
armies against France, 
which, 
he 
¿aid, would be "overwhelmed in four 
weeks." He said th a t the morale ot 
tbe French army was poor and that 
it was poorly armed. 
On August 4 the Bavarian minister 
outlined Germany’s intention to vio­ 
late Belgian neutrality, saying: 
"The chief of 
the general 
staff 
has declared that even British neu­ 
trality will be paid for too dearly if 
the price is respect of Belgium. An 
attack on France is 
possible 
only 
through Belgium."
